HILE public interest in oil refining is stimulated by the great achievement 

ut Fawley—where the new refinery, built in two years, was opened by the 

Prime Minister on September 14—it is a good moment to riddle once again 
the leading argument that Government sources advance for the retention of Pool 
petrol. “If you want quality,” it runs, “then you cannot have quantity. Higher 
octane numbers would result in lower quantities of motor spirit.” This argument 
can be justified in only one respect, and that is when the refined fuel is obtained 
from dollar sources. A limited allocation of dollars will purchase less high-octane 
spirit than Pool. 

But the argument is not used in this context, and the new catalytic craeking plant 
at Fawley stands as a gleaming monument to the absurdity of the technical context 
in which it is so often framed, at least by inference. For the fact is that the high- 
octane spirit obtainable from a “cat-cracker ” is extra to the low-octane spirit obtained 
by distillation, and the availability of high-quality spirit means robbery only of the 
gas oil content of crude. Indeed, the catalytic cracking process was developed 
largely in order to avoid an embarrassment of residual oils. 

We have never, since the Mad Hatter days of petrol rationing and its removal, 
been impressed by the Ministry of Fuel and Power, and their attempts to hoodwink 
the public in this matter of better fuels do not increase our opinion. There are certain 
obvious reasons, with a semblance of validity at the moment owing to the Persian 
crisis, why branded spirits should not return at this precise yuncture; there are many 
extremely valid reasons why they should. But the argument that they would mean 
less petrol as a whole should be buried under the ridicule that it deserves. 


Or Cars and Drivers 


N spite of the failure to start of the B.R.M.s at Monza, the past few weeks have 
been good for British racing prestige. Consistent wins in the formula 3 class 
(500 c.c.) were to be expected from the country which originated the class, but 

fine performances have not been limited to these. The H.W.M.s have shown great 
liveliness in their latest form, and are real contenders for top honours in formula 2 
(24itres unsupercharged), while the Jaguars continue their all-conquering march in 
the unlimited sports car category ; Aston Martins do well in a smaller class. Most 
striking of recent performances, however, was the Frazer-Nash victory in the Targa 
Florio race, and its great fight in the T.T. will not be speedily forgotten. 

British drivers, too, are gaining new stature. Parnell is safely in the Grand Prix 
class, in which he has enviable experience, and the outstanding ability of Stirling 
Moss qualifies him for G.P. stature. Peter Walker, Brian Shawe-Taylor and F. R. 
Gerard would also justify the confidence placed in them if various circumstances did 
not so frequently combine to prevent them from competing in Grand Prix races. 
Backing them up are many drivers of merit, most of whom are capable of putting up 
a good performance. Consistently placemen, their sportsmanship is such that there 
is no fear of their giving up the game because of the likelihood of being beaten. 

While commenting on drivers, it is to make reference to the position 
in which K. Richardson found himself at Monza last week, as there has been much un- 
deserved criticism of the R.A.C. over their refusal to allow him to drive. In July the 
race organizing committee refused Richardson permission to drive at Silverstone ; 
since then he has competed in no races, and he sailed for Italy in the full knowledge 
that the veto still stood. An emergency committee, called at the T.T. in Ulster on 
receipt of.the Italian Gub’s telegram concerning practice performance, saw no reason 
to depart from that decision—quite justifiably, in our view. It is unfortunate, but 
true, that the B.R.M. organization has only itself co blame for the quandary in which 
it found itself in regafd to a second driver.

The importance of the case to car 
owners is this: the plaintiff's complaint 
was also, as the lawyers say, framed in 
nuisance.

ing the public in the exercise of their right 
along the highway A 
authority who places a dangerous object 
in the road may be similarly liable. But 
the law has gone further: it says that a 
person’s right to pass along the highway 
may be infringed even by a dangerous 
object not on the highway, provided that 
it is substantially adjoining the highway. 
In fact the plaintiff, Mrs. Mumford, failed 
to establish her complaint that her passage 
along the highway had been impeded, 
because, the judge found, she had made 
up her mind to cross the defendant’s fore- 
court and so had “ abandoned ” her use of 
the highway, had deviated from it, when 
the accident happened. But, and here is 
the point, if she had stepped into the hole 
and injured herself in the course of her 
passage along the road—for example, if 
someone had jostled her and she had 
side-stepped into the hole—then she 
could have recovered damages for 
nuisance, even though there had been no 
question of the defendant’s having allowed 
“licensed ”) her or anyone else to cross 
his land. 

So, while the car owner may park his 
car lightless in the dark on his private 
land without fear of the police, he will 
be unwise to avail himself of that 
immunity if he has parked the car close 
to a public highway or pavement; for if 
someone passing along in the pitch dark 
happens to make a slight side step, without 
meaning to deviate from the road, and 
collides with the car, possibly injuring 
himself very seriously, the owner of the 
vehicle may, it would seem, find himself 
liable for heavy damages.

WHEN CARS ARE UNDER DISCUSSION, THE SELF-CONFESSED EXPERT NEEDS TO EXERCISE 


CONSIDERABLE SELF-CONTROL 


EXT to being a racing driver or a space ship pilot 
(polar exploration is mundane nowadays) the young- 
ster of today must consider that the job of “car 
critic” is a congenial one. From his obscure corner in the 
sixth-form Latin class, his dreams will be of a Sunday Rolls- 
Royce, a Monday XK, Tuesday DB2, and possibly, of a 
Friday evening, something “family ”—if it can be squeezed 
in. A few fine, flowery phrases will serve for the Monday 
and Tuesday cars, no doubt (scalded cats and bombs will 
figure in them), and a wealth of satire, sarcasm and irony 
for the type of thing that appeals to dad. Money, he 
decides, for old rope, and it is a pity that the irregular 
declension of domus should delay the day when his bril- 
liance can be launched on a waiting world 
Fortunately, the years—at least in responsible journalism 
breed taste and discretion, and the car critic therefore 
tends to disappoint those motorists—many of them—who 
“never grow up.” It is worth while, therefore, to consider 
certain aspects of his approach in order to make clear just 
what he sets out todo. Very often on his decision depends the 
expenditure by a purchaser of a thousand pounds or so, and 
that fact must remain for ever in his mind as a measure of 
his responsibility 
The art of the critic, in the general field, has been debased, 
notably in the world of films. His function is surely to 
convey a picture of the film (or book, or play), and to 
describe its impact upon himself; and to do this fairly he 
must reveal something of his own personality, in order that 
his readers may judge whether or not the object under criti- 
cism will appeal to them. Unfortunately, the ego has become 
predominant in many critics, and the object under criti- 
cism is used as a peg on which to hang a delineation of 
character, conveyed in literary style, that is frequently amus- 
ing but not particularly informative as regards the merits 
and demerits of the film under review. Under such in- 
fluence, productions tend to get “slammed” regardless 
Now with books, films and plays this is not particularly 


important, except to those comparatively few people inti- 
mately concerned in them. The prospective filmgoer has 
only 3s 6d at stake, the book buyer 15s or threepence at 
the lending library. The film company, theatrical company, 
and bookseller can cut their losses and produce the next on 
the list, and those losses are not prohibitive, only salutary. 

With cars, enormous production costs are inevitable, and 
can be safely permitted in the knowledge that the model 
concerned will sell up to a given total. The customer, too, 
must invest much money, and all the thousands of work- 
people engaged in manufacture must rely on the model’s 
success for continued employment. It would be a bold indi- 
vidual who asserted his competence, after a thousand miles 
on a new model, to utter phrases that would for ever damn 
the car in question. A graphic illustration of his incom- 
petence to do so is provided by a film comparison again. 
he film critic sees the same film as the “ buyer ”; he there- 
fore studies it over the same period of time. The car buyer 
may hold a car for 50,000 miles, during which his judgment 
of it must be formed; the car critic, even covering one 
thousand miles, will have only one-fiftieth of the opportunity 
of studying it that the owner ultimately has. This is the 
sort of thing that makes the task the assignment of only the 
most responsible drivers. 


Impersonal Approach 


Such considerations arise only in extremis, but they serve 
to make the car critic impersonal in his approach. His 
first reaction to a new model is not, “How am I] going to 
like this?” but, “For whom is this model intended, and 
how are they going to like it?” 

The first part of the latter question is fairly easily decided. 
The second part is much more difficult, and leads to the 
further question, “ What does the average motorist want in 
a car?” Ar this point the critic realizes that he cannot 
make a direct answer because the very nature of his job 
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makes him an un-average motorist. He must, therefore, 
edly on bs Snaetadinn of other contain, eal Sie chin 
to project himself into their motoring world. 

After a great many years of accumulated experience, this 
journal’s critics feel competent to give a few of the answers. 
They do not hold the same suggestion of superhuman know- 
ledge as do many of the “consumer research” data in this 
statistical age, and as such are the more valuable because 
they show that the critic has kept his feet on the ground. 
And car manufacture and usage are earthy subjects, related 
to the productive side of the nation as against the airy-fairy. 
Someone may ultimately prove that motorists buy and like 
certain cars for some as yet unknown sub-conscious (and 
probably Freudian) reason, but the temptation to write 
reductio ad absurdum under the proof will be strong. 
Down to earth folk have down to carth reasons for pur- 
chasing transport, and it is safe to say that the majority 
of these reasons are in direct conflict with the points of 
interest that appeal chiefly to the average critic.

TYRES 
Importance of Pressures and Changing Round 


[63648.|—Thank you for your very in- 
teresting article, “Performance v. Tyres” 
(August 31). This prompts me to write to 
give you my tyre experience with a 1949 
Mark VI standard Bentley saloon, purchased 
new in July, 1949. Of my first set of covers, 
four ran 20,200 miles and the fifth between 
28,000 and 29,000 miles. The car has now 
completed nearly 43,000 miles and the 
second set of covers shows very little wear 
The car is driven at all speeds. I rarely do less than 40 to 50 
miles per day and the speedometer more often than not touches 
70 (on one occasion the speedometer registered 101 m.p.h 

My two golden rules have been: (1) Change all road wheels 
every 3,000 miles, the routine of changing being similar to one 
of your sketches 2) Check tyre pressures carefully twice every 
week 

This obviously appears to be the answer, as I am told that 
some of the locally owned cars of the same make (or sHould I 
say drivers ?), “eat up” covers every 8,000 miles
